Says He Is Not Reading Any One Out 


of the Republican Party and Will 


Judge Insurgents by Their Attitude 


on Pending Legislation. 


W ashington. April l l . —Gifford Pin- 
ch o t’a nam e was cheered lustily and 
applauded vigorously at the sixth an ­ 
nual banquet of the League of Repub­ 
lican clubs, at which P resident Taft 
was the guest of honor and principal 
speaker. 
Tills tribute* to the form er 
chief forester of the United States in 
the presence of the man 
who dis­ 
missed him from the United States 
service was the sensation of the even­ 
ing- 
R epresentative Nicholas Longworth 
was unconsciously responsibe for the 
incident. His rem arks were intended 
to have an effect 
directly opposite 
from that which they actually had. 
Mr. Longworth was 
discussing the 
various duties in the Payne Aldrich 
tariff law to which Senator Beveridge 
took exception in his speech before 
tile Indiana state convention. 
During the course of these rem arks 
he referred to the lum ber schedule, 
and said that the ways and m eans 
com mittee, of which he is a member, 
was so much in doubt as to w hether 
lumber should go on the free list th at 
it was decided to ask the opinion of 
Gifford Pinehot. 
The mention of Mr. 
Plm hot s nam e brought forth applause 
•’nil cheers from several diners, and 
Mr. Longworth was forced to pause 
in his rem arks until the dem onstra­ 
tion subsided. 


Taft Is Unmoved. 


\Yh«-n the significance of the dem on­ 
stration was realized all eyes were 
turned on President Taft, who sat un­ 
moved and did not join In the enthu­ 
siasm of the men who half an hour 
previously had given him hearty re­ 
ception were now applauding the namfl 
of the man he had dismissed. 
A moment or two later, when Mr 
Longworth asserted that if any man 
in the Uniti-d S tates more than any 
other ’nan was 
responsible for the 
wavs and m eans com m ittee putting a 
duty on lum ber it was Mr. Pint hot. 
there were broad smiles of satisfac- 
ti in on the faces of those seated at 
the president’s fable, hut the diners 
rem ained silent. 
T here was no attem pt on the part 
of the president nor the speakers who 
followed him to read the insurgents of 
the house and senate out of the party. 
fin the contrary, the president's speech 
indicate*) clearly that he was willing 
to forget the past, and to Judge the 
insurgents bi 
their attitude toward 
the legislation recom m ended by him 
and now pending before congress 
"Tonight we are not reading any 
one out of the Republican party.” said 
the president. "Men are not read out 
of the party; they read them selves out 
by i heir acts. 
"W e 
want 
them all 
within the 
rpnks 
They have the opportunity to 
establish their claim to Republicans 
by that which they shall do as legis 
Istors in both houses in helping to 
enact 
the legislation

the wrist a r te rie s He had succeeded 
in balk in g one wrist so badly that he 
fulnt(>d from loss of blood and was 
discover#*#! before life had become ox- 
tinct. 
He was removed to th** prison ho* 
pital. where it is said his condition is 
critical, not alone owing to the a t­ 
tem pt upon his life. hut owing to his 
poor physical condition when he began 
serving his term. 
Som e-B ine ago Braud m ade a to n 
fession to District Attorney Blakelev, 
all#*ging at the tim e he had told ail he 
knew. 
With this understanding sev­ 
eral other chargee in connection with 
the bribery cases were not pressed, 
and it was understood that District 
Attorney Blakelev would ask that the 
other Indictm ents he quashed. With

How to Cook Egg*. 
The w hite of egg is almost entirely 
pure albumen, a substance which la 
quickly coagulated by heat and tough­ 
ened by prolonged cooking. 
Albumen 
is the proteld part of anim al foods and 
when hardened by cooking is rendered 
much less easy of digestion. 
It is 
probable t hat eggs and m eat cooked as 
carefully as may be are less readily 
acted upon by the gastric juices than 
either would be in th e uncooked state. 
Albumen coagulates at a very m oder­ 
ate tem perature, only a little higher 
than IOO degrees, and at less than 
sim m ering i>oint, 180 degrees, it is 
hard. 
Moiling m akes it tough aud in­ 
digestible; 
hence it can 
readily 
be 
seen th a t eggs should never be boiled 
if their digestibility is to lie retained 
in even a moderate degree. 
The term 
“soft boiled'* or “hard boiled” should 
never be applied to eggs; rather, “soft 
cooked” and “ hard cooked” would bet­ 
ter be used. 
The custom of boiling 
eggs three minutes is an unw ise one 
to follow. 
This is the scientific m eth­ 
y l for cooking eggs in tile shells, aud 
when it is followed even the hard egg, 
cooked until its yolk can be grated, 
will he found perfectly digestible: 


S o ft C ooked E g g . 
Allow one pint of w ater for two 
eggs. 
Heat in double boiler until w a­ 
ter in the outside part of utensil is 
ladling. 
T em perature of w ater in in­ 
ner vessel will be INO degrees. 
Tut 
In eggs with a spoon, cover and let 
stand over tire for six to eight m in­ 
utes lf liked soft cooked, thirty m in­ 
utes for hard cooked. 
T he same re­ 
sult may is* obtained by having w ater 
tailing iii saucepan. 
Slip in eggs aud 
remove saucepan to hack of range 
where w ater will not boil again. Egg* 
perfectly cooked should lie placed and 
kept iu w ater at a tem perature of 175 
degrees. 
Nothing is more tem pting for break 
fast than a 
light, fluffy omelet, so 
tender that it almost vanishes at a 
touch. 
Tile si*cret of a good omelet 
Is to l**at much air into the eggs and 
then apply a m oderate temi>erature in 
cooking th at the albumen may not be 
toughened. 
Tho air in the eggs will 
expo ml by the heat sud lie retained by 
the altin men as it is hardened. 
My 
favorite reoijie for an omelet, which 
may be nerved with tomato, cheese or 
oyster sauce, Is as follows: 


Plain O m eltt. 
Four eggs, half teaspoonful of salt. 
a few grains of pepper, four table 
spoonful* of w ater and one tablo* peon 
fill of butter 
Separate yolks from 
whites. 
Heat yolks in a bowl with 
a Hover beater until thick; add salt, 
lapper and water, 
lieut whites until 
stiff, cutting and folding tile yolks Into 
them until tile m ixture is blended 
Melt butter in omelet pan, ami when 
moderately hot turn tit mixture, spread 
evenly, place on range where it will 
c«s»k 
slowly alinit 
twelve 
minute* 
Keep the tempera titre low until the 
last minute, when It may lie raised 
to brown the 
bottom 
When 
well 
puffed put pan in a moderate ut en to 
cook tile top that is, until omelet is 
firm to the loueb. 
Crease, cross the 
top and fold. 
Serve at once. 


Chaeta Custard. 
H alf cup of cheese, three eggs, two 
♦ 'Ups of milk, salt urn! pepper aud 
slice* of buttered bread. 
Heat eggs, 
adding salt. pep|ier. milk aud grated 
♦ bees**. 
Then pour over slices of but­ 
tered bread aud bake in moderate ox en. 
follow ing method of baking custard. 
W hat a simple dessert is a linked 
custard! 
It Is a favorite with aluio*t 
every person w hen baked until tit ut.

indications 
of 
w alertness. 
And yet, possibly ticca use it is so sim ­ 
ple, it very often ap ica l* more like 
curds aud whey titan the article which 
the name implies. 
The secret of success la iu the lueth 
*d of cooking. 
The oven should tie 
moderate, only hot enough to brow n a 
piece of white lisper in twenty mite 
'lies, and the dish containing tile run 
turd should In* set iu a pan of hot w a­ 
ter on several folds of palier to equal­ 
ize the tem perature and prevent the 
custard tioiliug. 


Baked Custard. 
F our cups of s< aided milk, Av* eggs. 
one half cup of sugar, one q u arter les- 
sp<toilful of salt and a little grabs! n u t­ 
meg. 
Heat eggs, add sugar and salt 
and flour on slowly the scalded milk. 
Pour into butteris! baking dish or into 
Individual buttered talking cup*, sprin­ 
kle with uutineg, set iu a pan of hot 
water and hake in a slow oveu until 
custard is Arm. 
Remove from pan 
containing bot w ater and set in cold. 


Stew s and Soups. 
A few pounds of the clod or forearm 
are excellent for a stew. Cut the meat 
into small pieces for serving. 
Plunge 
Into rapidly boiling water, set the ket­ 
tle over toe simmering burner or a 
very low fire where it will not tad! 
again and cook slowly until meat is 
tender. 
Salt aud lap p er may tie added 
lifter the meat has ta*en seared, aud as 
the water boll* aw ay more should la' 
addis). 
Meat i thus cooked in a small 
quantity of water, and some of the 
juice and flavor are in the liquid. .Meat 
is boilini in a large quantity of w ater 
by plunging the piece Into the (K illin g 
water aud allowing it to (sill three or 
four minute*. This closes the cut m us­ 
cles, hardens the outside and keeps the 
lu b es lu the meat. 
Iii making soup the method is exact­ 
ly opposite. The meat Is cut into small 
pieces a th an k or nit In is lieut for 
soapmaking put into cold w ater and 
salt addi-d at once. Tills will draw out 
(lie juice* of the moat into tile liquid-

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T has been previously hinted in 
these articles that m eat need not 
form a part of every meal -in 
fact. the majority of people will 
have better health if they abstain 
from flesh eating oftener than once 
a day. 
The suggestion has also been 
made that meat substitutes, such as 
dishes in which eggs, beans, chee** or 
nuts form 
the chief ingredient, he 
served at least tw o meals a day. 
The 
variety of ways in which the materials 
may he used is numerous, all Abut is 
needed tieing a little ingenuity iu com­ 
bining them with other ingredient* in 
order to obtain satisfactory results. 
Some people who are fond of hearty 
foods and meat flavors are loath to 
see the meat platter depart from the 
table only to reappear once a day. 
For such i»ersons it will la* necessary 
to practice the 
virtue of patience, 
make the other dishes substantial and 
appetizing and occasionally take a few 
lessons on fix*! values. 
Beaus, nuts 
and cheese all contain a larger i*»r 
cent of protein than meat and. coin 
hilted as they often are with other 
protein food, are really more nutritious 
than meat.
